Paris, April 9%.— (Thursday.)— 
Premier Idouard Herriot has refused 
to be bluffed into resignins. 

An extraordinary meeting of the 
cabinet ended early this morning aft- 
er deciding to carry the fight for a 
capital levy, with interest for limited 
inflation, to the floors of parliament. 

The radical and radical socialist 
groups in the chamber have decided 
to support the government’s finan- 
cial program. - With that support. 
Ilerriot can carry bis measures 
through the chamber, although his 
chances’ in the senate are dubious, 

Herriot Almost Exhausted, 

The cabinet meeting was turbulent. 
Herriot, tired by the day of fighting 
on many fronts, would have accepted a 
cabinet decision to resign ecause of 
the near defeat of the government in 
the senate on an insignificant question 
concerning an Alsatian schoolmaster. 

A vague communique, stating that 
tlre minister of finance had explained 
the financial situation to the cabinet, 
was issued following the meeting, but 
it does not represent the furious ac- 
tion on the political stage. 

Leaders of the government majority 
in the chamber arrived pell-mell at the 
Quai d’Orsay when the

Trouble broke all over the govern- 
ment Wednesday.

Robert A. Schulter, De- 
frauder, Listed as Ab- 
sent Since Early Wed- 
nesday Morning. 


Robert A. Schulter, 39. until an 
early hour Wednesday morning an in- 
mate of the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary, today is the most sought-after 
man in this section of the United 
States, according to John W. Snook, 
warden of the Atlanta institution. 
Schulter was an inmate of what is 
known as bonor farm, No. 2. of the 
prison, until he took French leave 
Wednesday. 

The escaped convict. who has sev- 
eral aliases. is thought by prison of- 
ficials to be Peter Wheeden. who 
was sentenced under the name of 
Schulter at Cleveland, hie. on 
charges of using the mails to defraud. 
He was convicte! and began his 
five-year term as Na. 15.500 on Jan- 
uary 19, 19253. 

Prison officials Wednesday flashed 
a description of the.convict to princi- 
pal cities of the country and offered 
a reward for his capture. 

“This is the first escape since my 
administration.” Mr. Snook _ said, 
“and I am exceedingly anxious to 
capture him. He was one of the most 
trusted men here and although rules

Damascus Police Disperse 


Angry Mob After Stones 
Had Been Showered 
Upon Building. 


Damascus, Palestine, April 8.—(By 
the Associated Press.)——A mob gath- 
ered today outside the Hotel Victoria. 
where the Earl of Balfour is staying. 
and stoned the building. VPolice forces 
were hastily summoned and prevented 
further mischief. 

Lord Balfour. who touring 
through Palestine, and whose visit 
has caused resentment on the part of 
some of the Arabs, arrived at Damas- 
cus only today. The demonstrations 
began outside the Hotel D'Orient, but 
the demonstrators dispersed, finding 
that Balfour was not there. 

Learning that he was staying at 
the adjacent Hotel Victoria, they ce- 
assembled with angry shouts. 
manager of the hotel hurried to Lord 
Balfour's room, closed the shutters 
and switched off the lights, 

Showers of stones were hurled and 
a dragoman was hit. Police drove 
the crowds into the square opposite, 
where fiery speeches were delivered. 
Several arrests were made. 

Quiet! was restored by 10 o'clock, 
but the police remained on guard out- 
side the hotel.

Richmond, Va., April 8.—At the 
shrine of his former masters, Robert 
Damel, negro ex-slave, today received 
the last rites. It was the first time 
a negro had been buried from St. 
Paul’s Episcopal! church, where Jefier- 
son Davis, president of the Confed- 
eracy, and Robert E. Lee, its field 
marshal, worshipped with the aris- 
tocracy of the ante-bellum south. 

On Monday the old negro was killed 
in an automobile accident. Today his 
body lay before the chance] where go 
many distinguished Virginians had 
preceded him. A negro choir chanted 
crooning melodies, negro mourners fill- 
ed the “white folks’” pews. Above, 
from the balcony, white friends, who 
had accorded Damell this unprecedent- 
ed honor in return for his faithful 


services, watched the scene with visible 
evidence of sorrow. 

A negro rector sat with white min- 
isters on the chancel and assisted in 
reading the funeral rites. The simple 
casket lay banked with floral tributes. 
Crowds gathered on the street to watch 
the procession as it wended out of the 
church, the coffin borne on the skoul- 
ders of both negroes and whites. 

Like “Marse Robert,” Damell had 
been a soldier. A private in the ninth 
cavalry, he was later a sergeant in the 
tenth cavalry, the United States 
army’s crack negro unit. Military 
honors Were not accorded at the grave; 
but above the many flowers fluttered 
a tiny flag, the colors under which 
the negro cavalryinan had served be- 


fore old age robbed the saddle and 
cave St. Paul a sexton.

German presidency bv the national 
conservative bourgevis bloe in place 
of Dr. Karl Jarres. who was the can- 
didate of the united right parties in 
the preliminary election of March 29. 
os Field Marshal von Hindenburg ac- 
cepted the nomination and will eppose 
}ex-Chaneellor William Marx, candidate 
of the Weimar coalition, and Ernst 
Thaelman, the communist nominee, in 
the first decisive popular balloting for 
a German presi‘lent on April 26, when 
the highest individual pell will ceter- 
mine the victor. 

Yielded After Mucis Pressure. 

Von Hindenburg’s uonmination and 
his immediate acceptance came after 
a stubborn three-day fight in the 
ranks of the united. right where the 
opposition of Ilerr stresemann’s pec- 
ples’ party, proved the sole obstacle 
to an earlier ratification of the field 
marshals nomination. He 
refused to become a substitute for Dr. 
Jarres, and even urgel upon the bour- 
geois bloc leaders that the latter 
retained, But oppositicn to Dr. 
Jarres, since his failure to make a 
more impressive showing in the first 
election on March 29. reached pro- 
portions which virtually made him

Then, in 1911, with the rank of 
general of infantry and corps com- 
mander, Hindenburg resigned by re- 
quest He had belittled the militar 
; Significance of maneuvers w= Roe by 
ithe kaiser himself. 

Three years later, a betrayed but 
mighty horde of Russian peasants 
wearing the czar’s uniform poured into 
Prussia. The war was being. won 
in the west and lost in the east. III- 
armed, tricked by the pro-German 
military clique in Leningrad and ill- 
fed, the sturdy Russians triumphed 
because of their uncounted thousands. 
Then the kaiser remembered the mad- 
man, 

Hindenburg was summoned and 
persuaded to command in the east, 
although at the outset of the war his 
request for active service had been 
refused curtly by the still piqued 
kaiser. 

Wins Battle df Tannenburg 

On August 29, 1914, Hindenburg 
won the battle of Tannenburg. Berlin 
Was saved. In September he won at 
Lodz and Laxicz in Poland. Winter 
stopped the fighting, but in February 
of 1915, it began again and in the 
great May offensive of that year, he 
slaughtered Russians and broke the 
power of the Romanoffs. He accom- 
plished all this bv driving the dull 
peasants into the boggy quagmires 
that were to become their graves. 
Thousands of them died there. Their 
piteous cries moved even their enemies 
to help them. 

“Let the swine drown,” Hindenburg 
commanded, and attempts at succor 
ceased. Hindenburg’s captures were 
computed by army corps. On Feb- 
rnary 23, 1915, he captured his first 
100,000 Russians. How many thou- 
sands lie rotting in the Mazurian 
bogs never will be known. Russian 
soldiers were not counted carefully 
before they were sent to fight. 

Raised to Supreme Command 

This triumph raised Hindenburg to 
the supreme command. which he ac- 
cepted unwillingly. His Hindenburg 
line never will be forgotten by those 
who fought to puncture it on the 
western front. 

On May 1, 1919, after conducting a 
fairly orderly retreat, Hindenburg 
tendered his resignation to President 
Frederich Ebert, whom he no doubt 
despised. 5 

On the morning of May 1. 1920, 
Hindenburg will be reading the last 
of the returns of the election which 
may make him Ebert’s successor.

saries of the German nationalist par- 
ty, the field marshal this morning in- 
formed leaders of the kLloc in Berlin 
he was prepared to accept the nomi- 
nation, provided it carried the upn- 
equivocal indorsement of all parties 
and factions compriring the so-called 
united right. Complet2 concurrence 
was reached shortly after. when the 
remaining scruples of Stresemann’s 
peoples party definitely were over- 
come. 
Many Parties Behind Him. 

Field Marshal Von Hindenburg en- 
ters the race against Marx and Thael- 
mann officially supported by the Ger- 
man nationalists the German people’s 
party, the Bavarian People’s party, 
General Ludendorff’s natonal free- 
dom party and a group of minor un- 
attached factions. Combined, they 
polled a vote of 13,700,000 in the 
reichstag election of December 7, 
against 13,800,000 registered by the 
Weimar coalition, comprising the so- 
cialist, center and democratic parties. 

In the initial balloting for the Ger- 
man presidency on March 29, the 
Jarres bloc and the Bavarian peo- 
ple’s party, which now are pledged 
to support the field marshal, polled 
11,600,000 against 13,200,000 votes 
east for Otto Braum, socialist; Marx, 
centrist. and Hellpach, democrat. The 
later figures are no basis for com- 
paring the relative strength of the 
groups which will contend during the 
forthcoming balloting. Political ex- 
perts state that pre-election estimates 
should be computed on the basis of 
the total number of votes registered 
in the last election to the reichstag. 


Predict Election by 500,000 


Von Hindenburg’s campaign man- 
agers predict his election by a _ plu- 
rality over Dr. Marx of at least 500.,- 
QO0O, basing the estimate upon their 
ability to mobilize a major portion of 
the so-called invisible reserves, or 
stay-at-home voters, of which it is be- 
lieved there are no fewer than 
12,000,000. 

Until popular reaction to the field 
marshal’s nomination has reached a 
more definite state of clarification, 
even informal conjectures in respect to 
the size and complexion of his vote 
must remain idle speculation. It is 
considered, none too early, however. 
to point out that he will prove a 
most formidable competitor to Dr. 
Marx, in that he enters the race with 
a more firmly co-ordinated political 
organization behind his candidacy 
than that constituting the so-called 
Weimar coalition. The latter, by vir- 
tue of the hybrid character of its 
component parts, is anything but a 
smoothly running campaigning ma- 
chine. 

That Von Hindenburg is possessed 
of a strong popular appeal is fr-ely 
conceded even in liberal quarters. To 
many he continues to be the national 
idol of Germany. He was popular with 
the soldiers at the front, and his post- 
war attitude toward the various re- 
gimes which succeeded the monarchy 
has been one of rigid objectivity and 
impartiality. His aloofness from party 
bickerings and his steadfast refusal to 
be drawn into polities are cited as 
qualities which fit him for the post 
of president. 

Campaign To Be Hot. 
The field marshal’s attitude toward 


the socialists when the latter took 
over the government after Prince Max 
abdicated the chancellorship, and the 
enthusiastic manner with which he 
facilitated the complicated task of de- 
mobilizing millions of returning sol- 
diers, were only recently again re- 
ferred to in connection with the Jate 
President Ebert’s suit for libel before 
the court at Magdeburg. 

Despite these personal virtues, this 
venerable army leader doubtless will 
find himself enveloped in the smoke 
of political bettle, the social, political 
znd economic ramifications of which 
cannot yet be foreseen. While the ac- 
tice campaigr for the presidency will 
last only two weeks, it will be marked 
by passion which the man who cajol- 
ed the field marsbal into running 
probably failed to contemplate. 

Stresemann In Minority. 

In the fight for and against von 
Hindenburg’s nomination, the opposi- 
tion, led by Dr. Gustay Stresemann, 
appeared to be in the minority. and, 
although the foreign minister is re- 
ported to have opposed the field mar- 
shal’s nomination to the last, he was 
finally overwhelmed in a deluge of 
sentimentalism which ultimately de- 
termined the selection. Von Hinden- 
burg’s final assent given by the peo- 
ples’ party is understood to have been 
almost chilly and was hestowed after 
Dr. Stresemann disappeared from 
the scene of the deliberations, 

Dr. Lucher, the German chancellor, 
took no part in the agitation, which 
resulted in the abandonment of Dr. 
Karl Jarres and the substitution of 
von Hindenburg. 

Thus far, only the editorial com- 
ment of the organs of the Weimar 
coalition is available. 

Comment of Press.

Sees Unfavorable Effect.

Conflicting opinions regardiag che 
fundamental causes of rusting have 
prevented effective attack on this 
source of loss in the past, said Chair- 
man McKay. .One group of scien- 
tists has maintained that corrosion 
is definitely the result of electricul 
action, while the opposing group has 
contended for a purely chemical ex- 
planation.

BRITONS WOULD CASE 


CONFEDERATE BONDS 


London, April &.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The British govertn- 
ment is not dispysed to make repre- 
sentations to Washington in regard 
to the unpaid obligations of several 
American states which are held by 
British investors and are past due, 
Foreign Secretury Austen Chamber- 
lain said in the house of commons tv-

ish debt to the United States. The 
foreign secretary pointed out the ob- 
ligations were purely those of Amer- 
ican states and not the federal gov- 
ernment. Replying to F Mac- 
Quisten. also unionist, as te whether 
representations would be made to the 
American peop'e concerning “this 
scandalous state of affairs,”’, Mr. 
Chamberlain sugested that the usual 
channels of the press were open tv 
any who cared to make such an ap- 
peal. (The obligations referred to 
were bond issues by a number of 
southern states during the Civil war 
period.) : 


Washington, April 8.—The official 
view was expressed at the treasury 
today that there is nothing for the 
government of the United States fo 
do toward granting relief tu English- 
men who bought Confederate State 
bonds. 

It was added that this anestion bas 
been brought up ~ periodically for 
years, and each time the same ex- 
planation is given—that the federal 
government has not even a record of 
the financial affairs of the southern 
states during the war between the 
states. 


JURISTS ADJOURN 
MEETING AT GENEVA 


Geneva, April &8—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The commission of 
international jurists meeting here 
under the auspices of the league of 
nations for the purpose of working 
out a plan for the codification of in- 
ternational law adjourned today 
until December, after approving a 
prelithinary list of subjects to be 
studied by members of the commis- 
sion who will send reports to the 
league of nations’ secretariat before 
October 15. ae 

The proposed system of assigning 
one particular phase of interna- 
tional law te one jurist was not fol- 
lowed because in a majority of in- 
stances it was believed by the jurists 
themselves that the subjects were 
so broad they could best be treated 
by the combined efforts of severa 
nemberg of the commissio nat 


after an illness of three days. 

Dr. Tikhon’s death occurred at his 
resylence in the Donskoy monastery, 
in the outskirts of Moscow. Until a 
uervous breakdown with which he was 
afflicted eight months ago, and which 


confined him to his bed, he had shown 
ihe greatest activity in fighting for 
tae old Orthodox church principle 
against a group of his adversaries in 
the “Living church,” who advocated 
reforms in the Orthodox church in or- 
der to bring it in conformity with the 
revolutionary- principles. 

In 1922 Archbishop Tikhon was ar- 
rested by the soviet authorities for 
opposing seizure of church treasures 
in ald of the famine fund. He was ac- 
cused of counter-revolution, but was 
released some two years later, after 
he had filed a_ petition reconciling 
himself with the new regime and prom- 
ising to abstain from political activi- 
Lives, 

During the period of his imprisen- 
saent a Russian Orthodox church con- 
clave summoned by his adversaries ex- 
communicated him from the church, 
deposed him from his rank as patri- 
ureh and abolished that institution al- 
tovether. Later when he was released 
from prisou, his supporters neverthe- 
less unofficially reinstated him and 
the majority of the churches in Rus- 
sia accepted him as their head, Dr. 
Tikhon’s death removes one of the 
most picturesque and powerful figures 
remaining of old Russia,

WAS ARCHBISHOP 
OF NEW YORK. 

Archbishop Tikhon, who as arch- 
bishop of New York, once was in ef- 
fect the head of the Russian church in 
America, where he spent nearly ten 
years, was chosen metropolitan of 
Moscow in July, 1917, and became pa- 
triarch of all Russia and was formally 
enthroned in the Kremlin cathedral in 
November of that year. He was con- 
sidered a progressive in the Russian 
church of that period, but shortly be- 
gan a campaign of opposition to the 
bolsheviki beeause of their attitude to- 
ward the church and had the ‘‘anath- 
ema” pronounced upon them in the 
Russian churches. 

This course’ resulted in the an- 
nouncement in May, 1922, of his abdi- 
cation as patriareh. ‘This soviet an- 
nouncement, however, was contradicted 
by church authorities, who declared 
his resignation was impossible under 
church laws and that he was forced 
gut. His arrest was reported shortly 
afterward and it was several times 
announced that he would be placed on 
trial for his opposition to the goviet 
action in confiscating church treasures 
and other measures against the former 
rights of the church. The successive 
postponements of the trial were fol- 
lowed by an announcement late in 
1925 that the patriarch had been re- 
leased from prison and. proceedings 
against him abandoned on his giving 
out a letter expressing regret for past 
hostility to the soviet government. 
_Later he moved toward reconcilia- 
tion of the faithful of the Orthodox 
church with the new “Living church” 
organized by the reformists. 

Meanwhile, the patriarch had heen 
unfrocked by an Orthodox church con- 
clave, but declined to recognize the yun- 
frocking, declaring the assemblage was 
an illegal one. 

Archbishop Tikhon wag born in 
Pskoff in 1864. He became bishop of 
Lublin in 1897, went to America short- 
ly thereafter and after his return from 
the United States became bishop of 
Yaroslav in 1907. He was created 
oe of Lithuania and Vilna in 


MUSSOLINI SETTLES 
BOURSE SITUATION 


Rome, April 8—(By the Assvu- 
ciated Press.) —By persongl interven- 
tion, Premier Mussolini has settled 
the stock exchange situation which 
apeared to threaten indefinite stagna- 
tion of activities on the bourse. After 
continued suspension for several 
days of exchange activities as a pro- 
test against the government's new 
drastic trading regulations, the pre- 
mier last night decided to take the 
situation into nis own hands and 


summoned to his residence representa- 
tives of brokers, leading hanks. ex- 
change traders and the ministry of 
‘finance. 

A compromise agreement was 
reached, and the premier gave his 
personal assurance to ell bourse 
traders that they would be permitted 
to continue their activities despite 
the previons announcement by the 
ministry of finance that the number 
of traders would be restricted. The 
premier also promised new decrees 
would be published and bourse trad- 
ers would be permitted to put up 
state bonds to the extent of 45 per 
cent to obtain their trading licenses. 
While pérmitting all traders to con- 
tinue. their operations, Mussolini 
made it clear that he approved Sec- 
retary of Finance Stefani's intention 
to restrict the number. The premier 
explained, however, he had no desire 
that present traders should bear the 
entire burden of the reduction, but 
no new ones would be licensed. as 
traders retired.

The jelly fish were 
killed by the unnaturally warm wa- 
ter. The birds became poisoned as 
a result of eating the fish

CULTURE OF OYSTERS. 
PREDICTED IN STATE 


Georgia’s coastzl offer 
splendid epporiuniries fer culture of 
'oystérs, according to a report of a 
|} survey recently made by the fisheries 
|/ bureau of the United States depart- 
ment of commerce, copies of which 
were received Wednesday at the of- 
fice of State Game und Eish Commis- 
sioner Peter S. Twitty.

yesterday, being in south Georgia on 
business for his cepartment. Mr. 
Twitty was largely instrumental in 
the passage of the law creating the 
state tidewater com.nission, at the 
last session of the legis.ature, t's 
law being designated to protect the 
oyster, sbrimp and fish industry of 
the state from destruciion through 
pouchiozg and improvement harvesting 
of the fish. 

‘The greater part of the natural 
beds are located along the shores of 
the rivers.” the bureau report says. 
Most or the beds are exhausted, and 
contain dead shells only, while = in 
many places even the sheils are taken 
out and the beds entirely destroyed. 
The bottoms of the rivers present a 
great variety of corditions from dry 
soft mud, unsuitable for planting, to 
hard or sticky mud, very suitable for 
oyster culture. 

“The innumerable small creeks and 
marshes of the coastul region contain 
no natural beds, but scattered oys- 
ters are abundant wherever water and 
bottom conditions are stitable. The 
tides which create strong currents 
in the sounds and rivers flow rather 
slowly in the creeks but provide a 
sufficient exchange of water. Sam- 
ples of water taken from the marshes 
contain no less plankton than those 
taken from the larger and 
| sounds. 

“One of the remarkable peculiari- 
ties of Georgia water is the fact that 
the set of oysters never occurs below 
low-water mark. This explains why 
the natural beds are located above 
the low-water mark. On the other 
hands, the larvae are so abundant 
that every shell, rock or other suitable 
object is covered w.th young oysters. 
Crowded conditions lead to the forma- 
tion of ‘buneh ovysiers’ and so-called 
‘coon oysters.’ There is no reason, 
however, why the hest type of oysters 
could not be produced in Georgia 
waters. 

“The results of the present survey 
show that grounds suitable for oyster 
culture can be found in many small 
creeks and marshes, and in the rivers 
emptying into the _ sounds. The 
sounds themselves and the large 
rivers. like the Savannah, Ogeechee 
and Altamaha, present rather unfa- 
vorable conditions, either because of 
the shifting bottoms or the large 
amount of silt and low salinity of 
the water. 

“Grounds suitable for oyster cul- 
ture have been found in Oyster and 
Lazaretio creeks, Riack river, Bradley 
river, Newell creek, Sanbury creek, 
Asheville creek, Bear river, ‘Timmons 
river, Blackbird river, Dead river, 
Buzzard's Roost creek, Folly river, 
Rockededundy river and South river.”

powers in another arms conference. 
And it doubtless has found a very 
good reason for doing so. 

. It will be recalled the suggestion 
was made in the fall of 1924 that 
such a general conference be held 
in Washington by invitation of this 
rovernment. President Coolidge very 
promptly and correctly frowned 
upon the suggestion, citing that 
while the altruistic purposes aimed 
at were deeply rooted in the Amer- 
fican heart, he felt that in view of 


the approaching international arms: 


‘conference at Geneva such a pro- 
posal would not only meet with dis- 
approval of other nations, but would 
pe considered in the light of ef- 
frontery. 

Shortly after the inauguration the 
president, however, discussed with 
Secretary Kellogg the advisability of 
a four-power conference to revise, 
enlarge and perfect the disarmament 
treaties adopted at the 1921-22 dis- 
armament conference called by Pres- 
ident Harding. This was considered 
entirely plausible, inasmuch as it 
was America’s initiative that led to 
those compacts, and inasmuch as 
they have been found woefully faulty 
in so far as they relate to small 
craft, having neither economic nor 
peace-serving effect. 

The Constitution yoiced the opin- 
jon that the first proposed general 
@isarmament conference was _ ill- 
advised, unwise, and America’s move 
in the premises unwarranted by rea- 
son of this nation’s official attitude 
of isolation. 

When the second proposal came 
of amending the present 


recognized its plausibility, but said 
at the time that such a conference 
would very probably not be held, 
although Washington commentators 
were almost unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the plans had advanced be- 
yond the stage of doubt. 

We thought then, and we are sat- 
isfied now, that France would not 
agree to such a conference in the 


light of this government’s interna- 


tional policy. 

And thus it develops that all the 
conferences proposed that America 
should initiate are indefinitely de- 
ferred, and it is best.

THE TIMBER GHOULS. 

In Twiggs county many thousands 
of acres of young timber have been 
destroyed through the deliberate and 
ruthless ‘“‘firing of the woods’’ for 
the alleged purpose of ‘burning 
snakes and weevils.” 

It is said that tenant negroes were 
responsible for the incendiary act, 
led by ignorance and Superstition. 

This may or may not be true. In 
any event the responsibility rests 
with the state of Georgia. 

What has just taken place in 
Twiggs has taken place already this 
spring in scores of other counties, 
and it will continue to take place 
until. Georgia has a fixed forestry 
policy, and a legalized system of fire 
protection and prevention. 

Ignorant negroes may have been 
responsible in Twiggs, and snakes 
and weevils may have been the ob- 
jectives, but in most of the other 
counties, and not improbably in

On 
one occasion. the divisonal commander 
in charge of 28,000 men did not know 


where his men were 12 hours before 
they were to stage a momentous at- 
tack, a battle that was actually the 
turning point in the war. There were 
no maps, no provisiones, no billets. 
The whole thing moved as by chance 
and the consequent victory looks more 
like a matter of good luck than the 
result of efficient strategy and gen- 
eralship. ‘There are delightful phases 
in the general’s. story like his sum- 
ring up of his opinion on the French 
people when he writes: ‘‘They are the 
most delightful, exasperating, unre- 
liable, trustworthy, sensitivey unsani- 
tary, cleanly, dirty, artistic, clever 
and stupid people the writer has ever 
known. Intensely academic and the- 
oretical yet splendidly practical at 
times.”” Of course far be it from us 
te criticise military tactics, but it 
would seem that the general was 
lergely. handicapped by _ inefficient 
liaison. We do not know what kind 
of interpreters or liaison officers he 
had along with that famous division 
of his, but ourown observations con- 
vinced us that American officers, as 
a general rule (and British officers, 
too, for that matter), were hopelessly 
ignorant of the language of the coun- 
try. Many of them had, so they as- 
sured us, “taken French at school,” 
but the French of the schools obvious- 
Ivy was of a different kind than that 
spoken by the French people.

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QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 
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How are amendments to the consti- 
tution made? 

They are represented to congress by 
some member of that body. Frequently 
they are written by individuals or or- 
ganizations desiring to bring about the 
particular reform in the fundamental 
law and are introduced in that form. 
They are then considered by a com- 
mittee of the house  oferepresenta- 
tives and the senate and very often 
the form is changed in thesé commit- 
tees. It must pass both houses cf 
congress by a two-thirds vote. It then 
goes to the secretary of state of the 
United States, who then sends a copy 
to each of the state executives for 
transmission to the legislatures of the 
states for ratification. After three- 
fourths of the state legislatures have 
ratified the amendment, the secretary 
of state proclaims it as a part of the 
constitution.

“It is best not to depend too much 
on natural drainage for your lawns 
as in case of low-lying 
the value of gardens and fields 
as weel, would be greatly increased if 
a good system of drainage were in- 
stalled, or even if ditches were dug 
to carry off the surplus ~vater. 

“Too much water in the soil pre- 
vents the air from getting to the 
roots of the plants and, moreover, 
isterferes with cultivation. so that 
it is as necessary to lessen the amo-lnt 
of water underground, ag to put it 
above ground. 

The system of drainage in Mr. Bur- 
bank’s first garden consisted of com- 
mon drain-tile’ pipes, the main ‘ine 
being of four-inch tile and the lateral 
pipes of two-inch tile. These are con- 
nected with the main line and are 
placed forty feet apart and gather all 
the surplus water which finally pours 
into a near-by creek, 

In preparing the soil for a garden 
it is well to follow the general rules 
of treating a clay soil with sand and 
rich Joam, and a sandy soil with 
Clay loam and fertilizers, such as 
barnyard manure, commercial fertil- 
izers and leaf mold. This last is such 
an unexcelled breakfast food for young 
plants that it behooves every garden- 
er to keep a supply an hand. 

If not easily obtained from the 
woods where nature herself makes it, 
it may be manufactured on cne’s own 


premises by carefully saving all the 
dead leaves, grass clippings, etec., put- 
ting them in a heap or in a shallow 
trench or pit, keeping them moist un- 
til rotiéd, then screening the beap and 
mixing it with loam for beds, for pot- 
ting and seed boxes, 

Mr. Burbank says, 
orchards and fields as 
dens : 

“Fertilization may often be replaced 
by cultivation, drainage and irriga- 
tion as well as by rotation of crops. 
In the domain of agriculture grain 
fields require more fertilization than 
orchards, as fruits being composed so 
largely of water do not exhaust the 
soil so fast.” | 

The need for cultivation in keep- 
ing the garden soil loose and_ soit, 
in preventing too rapid evaporation of 
moisture and in allowing aid to reach 
the roots, being almost an axiom, the 
fheory of rotation of crops applied to 
gardens was more of a new idea. 

Mr. Burbank explained: 

“Certain bulbs such as lilies, gladi- 
oli and like flowers are susceptible 
to the attacks of underground insects 
which gather about the base of the 
bulb and, if undisturbed, finally de- 
stroyv it. The remedy in this case 
is change of location and rotation of 
crops which is often as necessary as 
in the grain fields.” 

“This must be the reason why the 

lillum auratum so often fails to reap- 
pear-after a year or two!” 
Mr. Burbank answeted: “That and 
other lilies are often lost from this 
cause, and could be saved by digging 
them up ard replanting in another lo- 
cation, 

“The new bed should be sterilized, 
if small, by baking, but if too large, 
germicidés should be used and of thees 
a liquid preparation called tuolene has 
been efficacious in my garden. 

“Plants are also attacked by bac- 
terial and fungus diseases, the latter 
being particularly destructive in po- 
tato fields, and the fact that growing 
plants like animals give off waste mat- 
ter which is poisonous to themselves 
and to their near relations, is another 
reason for removing them to new 
ground. 

“These poisonous substances, 
ever, are sometimes not harmful to 
other species of plants but are in 
some cases beneficial, so that the prac- 
tice of rotation of crops works out to 
good advantage. 

“Certain plants are k 
resistant to these ety oa when 
known and cultivated. yomes pos-

TONE UNSETTLED 
NN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, April 8.—Although rain in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas and Ne- 
braska led to lower prices today for 
new crop deliveries of wheat, the mar- 
ket for the May delivery showed con- 
siderable strength, owing more or less 
to higher quotations at Liverpool than 
had been looked for. The close in the 
wheat market here was unsettled at 
the same as yesterday’s finish to 2 1-4 
cents lower, May $1.50 3-4 to $1.51 
and July $1.37 1-4 to $1.37 3-4, with 
corn ranging from 1-2 cent decline to 
1-4 cent advance, oats 1-4 to 3-4 cent 
off, and provisions unchanged to 17 
cents down. In addition to the fact 
that moisture for the winter wheat 
belt was deemed a boom to the grow- 
ing crop, the selling side of the wheat 
market was a good deal accentuated 
by a prevalent opinion that the general 
advance in prices of late had been too 
rapid and that a reaction was to be 
expected.
